A very interesting and remarkable 
discovery of illuminated 
manuscripts 
and early printed books, ranging as 
far back us HSU, has just been made 
in (he library at Ox lon Hall, suye the 
Nottingham (Eng.) Guavdinn. 
It came about in this 
way:

vicar of the parish, Rev. 
VV Layeock, 
obtained permission to go through tlu* 
books in the library at

leisure. 
While bo doing 
bis curiosity 
was

and 
forgotten 
cupboard therein, which he proceeded 
to investigate, 
its contents proved to 
l» e between forty and 
fifty 
volumes, 
which continued the Impression con­ 
veyed by the antiquity of their 
ap­ 
pearance that they belonged to the 
very earliest stag e of the art of print­ 
ing, which was introduced into this 
country in 1847. 
The majority of them are folio vol-

~ W heiTTue roads are in such condi­ 
tion that no one can get about, every 
one is strongly in favor of almost any 
¡thing that will promise relief, but 
when they become serviceable again, 
there is a disposition to forgot. 
In 
♦ his respect a considerable 
propor­ 
tion of those who ought to he inter­ 
ested in good roads are like the Ar­ 
kansas Traveler’s squatter who could 
not patch his roof when It rained, 
and didn’t need it when the weather 
was fair. 


At the present time the advocates 
of improved highways are centering 
thefr attention upon two very impor 
tant states, Illinois and Pennsylva­ 
nia. Here they have been accumulat­ 
ing from the issuing of automobile li­ 
censes. In Pennsylvania they are con 
cent rating their energies upon a cam 
paign, the purpose of which is to se­ 
cure $50,000,000 for highway im­ 
provement by the issue of bonds. The 
people are to vote on the proposition 
at the fall election, it having been 
submitted by the general assembly. 


Here in Illinois many agencies are 
co-operating in the handling of tb« 
problem. The legislature fa taking a 
hand. It has entrusted to the com­ 
mittee on county and township organ

own farms. These 
men are William

♦ or good roads. Frank Flaherty also 
drags the roads near his place. 
The 
work of these men saves the town­ 
ship money; but it does more than 
that, it Baves the gravel roads and 
keeps them high in the center.
